The following draft of certain an endments to the Kerala Poisons 
Rules, 1960 which the Government of Kerala propose to make , in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sections 2 an l 8 of the Poisons Act, 1999 (Central 
Act 12 of 1919 ) is hereby published as required by sub - section (2 ) of 
section 8 of the said Act. 

Notice is hereby given that the said draſt will be taken for consideration 
on or after 30-7-1971. Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said before the date oresaid will 
be considered by the Government. Objections or suggestions shall be 
addressed to the Secretary to Government, Health Department, Government 
Secretariat, Trivandrum . 

DRAFT AMENDMENIS 
In the said Rules: 
1. In rule 2 for clause (d ), the following shall be substituted , nam - ly: 

“ (d ) Licensing Authority" means the Drugs Controller or any other 
person authorised in this behalf by the State Government by notification in 
ihe Gazette "? 
2. In rule 6 , ( 1) in sub -rule (1 ) 

“ (a ) for the words “ Rupees five " the words " rup us ten " shall be 
substituted . 

(b ) for proviso , the following shall be substituted , namely : 

“ Provided that if the applicant fails to apply for renewal of licence 
before the expiry of the licence in force the fee payable for the renewal of 
such licence shall be rupees ten plus an additional fee of rupees five if the 
application is made within onemonth froin the date of expiry . 

(2) after sub rule ( ii ), the following shall be inserted as sub -rule (iii ) 
namely : -- 

“ (iii ) The Licensing Authority may , with the approval of the 
State Government, by an order in writing delegate the power to sign licences 
and such other powers as may be specified in the order to any other person 
under his control” . 
3. For rule 7 , the following shall be substituted , namely : 

“ 7. Subject to the provisions of rules (8) and (9 ) (b ) an original 
licence or renewal licences unless it is sooner suspended or cancelled , shall 
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be valid unto the 31st December of the year following the year in which 
it is granted or renewed : 

Provided that if the application for renewal of licence in force is made 
before its expiry or if the application ismade and the additional fee is paid 
within one month of its expiry, the licence shall continue to be in force 
until orders are passed on the application . The licence shall be decmed to 
have expired if application for its renewal is not made within one month 
after its expiry .” 
4. In rule 14 , 

(a ) in sub -rule (i) the following words shall be added at the end 
after omitting the fullstop , namely: -- 

" and in case of sale of poison by post unless the persoʻz is personally 
known to the licensec and the licezisce is aware of his bonafide require 
m nts " . 

(b ) in sub-rule (ii ), for the figure “ 21 ” the figure " 18 " shall be 
substituted . 

5. In rule 16 , for sub -rule (1), the following shall be substituted , 
namely : 
“ 16 (i) (a ) serialnumber , 

(1 ) nams of poison , 
(c ) quantity sold , 
(d ) date of sale , 
(e ) name and address of the purchaser and details of permit 

of licence or prescription and if the purchase is made for 
or on behalf of some other 

person the particulars 
sufficient for his identification , 
(f ) purpose for which poison was purchased as stated by the 

purchaser, 
(s ) signature of purchaser (thumb impression if illiterate ) or 

in the case of purchase by post date of letter or written 
order and reference to the original in the file in which it 
is preserved . All letters or written orders referred to in 
this rule shall be preserved in original by the licensee 
for a period of not le s than three years froin the date of 

sale and 
(h ) signature and name of the vendor (the signature under 

this rule shall be that of the licence holder himself or 
when the licence holder is a firm or company that of 
an accredited representative of such firm or company 
and shall be entered at ihe timc of sale or despatch to 
the purchaser. Such signature sball be held to imply 
that the writer has satisfied himself that the requirements 
of rule 14 bave been fulfilled . 
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6. After rule 20. the following rules sliall be inserted ,namcly: 

“ 20A A li ence -holder shall not sell white arsonic in which category 
are included arsonious acid and the arsonites arsonic acid and the arconates 
and all other colourless dry poisonous preparations . f arsonic to any person , 
unless the same is beſore the sale thereof mixed with somt, indigo, or purssian 
blue in the proportion of half an ounce of scot, indigo , or purssian blue at 
least to one pound of white arsonic, and so on in proportio:2 for any greater 
or lesser quantity : 

Provided that where such arsonic is stated by the purchaser to be 
required for some purposes for which such admixture would , according to 
the representation of the purchaser, render it unlit such arsonic may be sold , 
without such admixture, in a quantity of not less than ten pounds at any 
one time. 
20B 

A licence-holder shall notsell perchloride of Mercury to any 
person , unless the same is, before the sale thereof, mixed with Methylcne 
blue or carmine in theminimum proportion 10 grains of Methylone blue or 
carmine of 20 ounces of Perchloride of Mercury. 

200 Petrol containing othyl fluid (an admixture of Tetracthyl lead ) 
is exempted from the provisions of these rules provided : 

(i) the cans and pumps containing fuel are labelled to indicate the 

presence of tetracthyl lead in the fuel and to warn the user to 
avoid spillage and not to use the fuel for purposes other than 

for meter fuel ; 
(ii) the fuel shall be dyed as an additional check against its use for 

purposes other than for mcter fuel; 
(iii) the amount of tetraethyl lead in ihe fuel does not exceed l part 

in 1,300 parts by volume or 1 part in 650 parts by weight. 
20D Manufacturer of the insecticidesmentioned in column 1 of the 
Table below shall not sell the said preparations for killing bed bugs and 
other insects in a concentration higher than the concentration respectively 
Specified against each in column 2 thereof.

This is an Industrial Dispute between Lititia S. Fernandez, Proprietrix , 
Urbanstanislaus & Son , Mundakkal West, Quilon and the workmen of the 
above concern represented by the General Secretary , Central Travancore 
Cashewnut Factory Workers Union , Enath , Enathimangalam P. O. over the 
disinissal of M /s. Madhavan Pillai, Balan Pillai, Samuel, Lukose and 
Adichan , who were working as Roasters in the Urbanstanislaus and Son 
Cashew Factory, Pattazhy referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 ( 1) (c ) of the industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947) by the Government of Kerala, in their Order, Health and Labour (H )

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Factory Manager, British 
Physical Laboratories India (P ) Ltd., Palghat and the Workmen of the above

REVISED UNIFIED RULES FOR THE SCHOLARSHIPS 

IN SCHOOLS IN THE STATE 


(A ) Merit and Merit- cum -Means Scholarships. 

1. Scholarships based on Merit and Merit -cum -Means will be awarded 
in High School and U. P. Classes in the State. 

2. 25 Scholarships in Standard V and 40 Scholarships in Standard 
VIII will be awarded every year in each Educational District. Of these 20 % 
will be merit Scholarships and remaining 80 % will be merit-cum -means 
scholarships. 

3. The value of Scholarships is fixed at Rs. 24 per year in High School 
classes and Rs. 18 per year in U. P. Classes. 
Note: -Students who have already been enjoying Scholarships in 

Standards V and VI, VIII and IX during 1963.69 will continue 
to enjoy the same for the rest of their courses of study subject to 
their continued progress and subject to the condition that the 
value of Scholarship in Standard IX and X will be only Rs. 24 

per year from 1969-70 onwards. 
4. In Standards VI to X where only special fees are levied , the Schol r 
ship amount less the special fees for the year a d in Standard V where no 
special fees is levied , the entire scholarship amount will be paid to the 
scholarship holder in one instalment at the beginning of the schol year to 
enable the student to purchase books and other school requisites in time, the 
special fecs in Standards VI to X being credited to the concerned S. B. 
Accounts of Special Fees. The usual receipts for special fees thus realised 
will be issued by the Headmaster to the scholarship holders. 

5. The Scholarships once granted will continue till the termination of 
the Upper Primary or High School stage as the case may Le, subject to 
continued satisfactory progress of the students 

6. The Scholarships under these rules and other grants under fee con 
cession rules cinnot both be held by a student at the same time. The students 
will have the option to choose between the two 

7. An Examination will be conducted by the Commissioner for Govern . 
ment Examinations to select the students for the award of Scholarships. The 
detailes regarding the test are given in annexure- II. 

8. The preparation of rank list will be Eduction District-wise. Bracket 
ting of ranks will be allowed provided the total number of stdents eligible . 
for the award of Scholarships dots not excced 26 in the case of Lower 
Secondary Scholarships and 41 in the case of Upper Secondary Scholarships 
in each educational district. 

9. For the award of Merit -cum -Means Scholarship the income of the 
family of the student should be Rs. 1,200 or less per annum . 
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10. A certificate of income signed by the local Tahsildar or Deputy 
Tahsildar or issued by Village Officer and countersigned by the Local 
M. L. A., M. P , Chairman of the Municipality, President of Panchayat, 
Hon . Magistrate or Class I or Class II Officer will be accepted . 
3. Muslim Girls Scholarships . 

11. Besides the above Merit and Merit-cum - ſeans Scholarships, 
Muslim Girls in the State the aggregate income of whose family is Rs. 1,200 
per annum or less , will be given Scholar hips of the value specified in ( A ) 
above. In this case also the Scholarship amount iinus the special fees will 
be paid in one instalment at the beginning of the school year . 

12. Muslim Girls are permitted to apply for Scholarships in any 
standard irrespective of the fact whether such girls had applied for the 
scholarship in any of earlier Standards namely V or VI or VIII or IX pro 
vided they are otherwi e eligible. Howev r they will not be eligible for 
Scholarships in the earlier Standards for which they had not applied in time. 

13. A Muslim Girl student who is given the Scholarship in the V /VIII 
Std . will not be eligible for the Scholarship in the same Standard for a 
second time, if she fails. But on promotion to VI to IX td . she will be 
eligible for she Scholarship. But the Scholarship will cease if she fails in Std . 
VI/IX also and in such cases she will not be eligible for Scholarship on pro 
motion to Standards VII or X. Thus if there are two failures curin . the 
course of study (Upper Primary or Secondary ) then the tudent will not be 
elig ble fo Scholarship for the rest ofthe course . 

14. By the term family in (A and (B ) is mean the applicant and 
his /her parents. If the parents are dead the legal guird an will be included 
in the term family . 

15. Clauses 6 and 10 will apply to Muslim Girls also . 

16. In the case of any doubt or difficulty in the interpretation /imple 
mentation of these rules, the State Government will be c nsulted and the 
decision of the Government will be final. 


ANNEXURE - II 
Details of Examination for selection of candidates for the 

award of Scholarships in Schools in the State 
1. The Examination will be conducied normally towards the end of 
April every year . Candidates studying in a school in a particular Education 
District are eligible to appear for his Scholarship Examination only from a 
Centre in that Education District . 

2. (a) Candidates who are studying in Std . VII of the Schools of the 
State as first year pupils and have secured 60 % (average ) in the series of unit 
tests conducted up to the end of the third quarter of the school year or 60 % 
marks (average) in the First Quarterly and Hall yearly Examinations are 
eligible to be presented for the Upper Secondary Scholarship Examinations. 
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But candidates the aggregate income of whose parents is Rs. 1,200 or less per 
annum will also be allowed to sit for the Upper Secondary Scholarship 
Examinations if they have secured a minimum 45 % (average) in the above 
unit tests as 1st year pupils . 

(b ) Similarly candidates who are studying in Std . IV of the Schools 
of the State as 1st year pupils who have secured a minimum of 60 % marks 
(average) in the series of units tests up to the end of the third quarter of the 
shcol year or 60 % (average ) of the First Quartely and Half yearly Examina 
tions are eligible to be presented for the Lower Secondary Scholarship 
Examinations. But candidates the aggregate income of whose parents is 
Rs. 1,200 or less per annum will also be allowed to sit for the examination if 
they have secured a minimum of 45 % ( average) in the above unit tests as 
first year pupils. 

3. (a ) There will be four papers for the Upper Secondary Scholarship 
Examination . The pipers are (1) Engli:h (2 ) Regional Language ( i.e.) 
(a ) Malayalam (6 ) Tamil (c) Kannada (d ) Arabic (e ) Additional 
English (f) Sanskrit (pupils may choose any one of the Languages) 
(3 ) General Knowledge and (4 ) Mathematics. The duration of each 
papers is 2 hours. 

(b ) . There will be 3 papers for the Lower Secondary Scholarship 
Examination . The papers are (1) Regional Language ( i.e.) (a ) .Malayalam 
(b ) Tamil (c) Kannada (d ) Additional English (pupils may choose 
any one of the Language ). (2 ) General Knowledge and (3) Arithmetic . 
The duration of each paper is fixed as 14 hours. 

(c) The question papers in languages will not be based on any 
sarticular text book but will only be general papers. The question paper 
in Mathematics will be based on syllabi up to and including Standard VII 
for Upper Secondary Scholarship Examination and portions in Arithametic 
for the Lower Secondary Scholarship Examination will be based on syllabi 
up to and including Standard IV . 

4. The aggregate marks secured in the Scholarship Examination will 
alone be considered for the award of Scholarships.

THE MAINTENANCE OF INTERNAL SECURITY 


ORDINANCE, 1971 

No. 5 OF 1971 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -second Year of the 

Republic of India . 
An Ordinance to provide for detention in certain cases for the purpose of main 

tenance of internal security and matters connected therewith . 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate , 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance; 

1. Short title extent and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be 
called the Maintenance of Internal Security Ordinance, 1971. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir . 

(3 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. - In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise re . 
quires, 

(2) " appropriate Government” means, as respects a detention 
order made hy the Central Government or a person detained under such 
order , the Central Government, and as respects a detention order made by 
a State Government or by an officer subordinate to a State Government or 
as respects a person detained under such order , the State Government;

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(b ) " detention order " means an order made under section 3 ; 

( c) " foreigner” has the same meaning as in the Foreigners Act, 
( 1946) 31 of 1946 ; 

(d ) “ State Government , in relation to a Union territory , means 
the administrator thereof. 

3. Power to make orders detaining certain persons - (1) The Central 
Government or the State Government May, 

(a ) if satisfied with resprct to any person (including a fore gner) 
that with a view to preventing him from , acting in any manner prejudicial 
to- 

(i) the defence of India , the relations of India with foreign 

powers, or the security of India , or 
(ii) the security of the State or the maintenance of public order, 


or 


- 


(iii) themaintenance of supplies and services essential to the 

community , or 

(b ) if satisfied with respect to any foreigner that with a view to 
regulating his continued presence in India or with a view to making arrange 
ments for his expulsion from India , 
it is necessary so to do, make an order directing that such person be de 
tained . 

(2) Any of the following officers , namely : 

( a ) district magistrates , 

· (b ) additional district magistrates specially empowered in this 
buhalf by the State Government, 

(c ) the Commissioner of Police for Bombay, Calcutta, Madras or 
Hyderabad, 
may. if satisfied as provided in sub -clauses ( ii) and (iii ) of clause (a ) of sub 
section (1) , exercise the power conferred by the said sub-section . 

(3) When any order is made under this section by an officer men .. 
tioned in sub-section (2 ) , he shall forthwith report the fact to the State : 
Government to which he is subordinate together with the grounds on which 
the order has been made and such other particulars as in his opinion have a 
bearing on the matter, and no such order shall remain in force for more 
than twelve days after the making thereof unless in the meantime it has 
been approved by the State Government.: 

Provided that where under section 8 the grounds of detention are 
communicated by the authority making the order after five days but not 
later than fifteen days from the date of detention , this sub -section shall apply 
subject to the modification that for the words “ twelve days” , the words 
“ twenty two days ” shall be substituted . 

(4 ) When any order is made or approved by the State Govern . 
ment under this section , the State Government shall, as soon as may be, 
report the fact to the Central Government together with the grounds on 
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which the order has been made and such other particula s as in the opinion 
of the State Government hive a beirin ; on the necessity for the order . 

4. Execution of detention orders . - A detention order may be executed at 
any place in India in the manner provided for the execution ofwarrants of 
arrest under the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 (5 of 1898 ) . 

5. Power to regulate Place and conditions of deten ion . - Every person in 
respect of whom a detention order has been made sh ull be liable 

(a ) to be detained in such place and under such conditions, inclur! 
ing conditions as to mai atenance, discipline and punishment for breaches of 
discipline, as the appropriate Governmentmay , by general or special order , 
specify ; and 

(b ) to be removed from one place of detention to another place of 
detention , whether within the same State or in another State , by order of 
the appropriate Government: 

Provided that no order shall be made by a State Government under 
clause (b ) for the removal of a person from one State to another State 
except with the consent of the Government of that other State . 

6. Detention orders not to be invalid or inoperative on certain grounds.-- No . 
detention order shall be invalid or inoperative merely by reason 

(a ) that the person to be detained thereunder is outside the limits 
of the territorial jurisdiction of the Government or officer making the order, 


or 
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(b ) that the place of detention of such person is outside the said limits. 

7. Powers in relation to absconding persons.- ( 1) If the Central Goveriment 
or the State Government or an officer specified in sub-section (2 ) of section 
3 , as the case may be, has reason to believe that a person in respect of whom 
a detention order has been made has absconded or is concealing himself so 
that the order can not be executed , that Government or officer may 

(a ) make a report in writing of the fact to a Presidency Magistrate 
or a Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction in the place where the 
Said person ordinarily resides ; and thereupon the provisions of sections 87,83 
ani 39 oth : Deo Cim ulPooc : luce , 1813 (5 of 1893) shill apply in 
respect of the said person and his property as if the order directing that he 
be detained were a warrant issued by the Magistrate ; 

(d ) by order notified in the Official Gazette direct the said person to 
appear before such fficer, at such place and within such period as may be 
specified in the order ; and if the said person fails to comply with sich 
direction he shall, unless he proves that it was not possible for him to comply 
therewith and that he ha , within the period specified in the order , informed 
the officer mentioned in the order ofthe reason which rendered compliance 
therewith impossible and ofhis where bouts, be punishable with imprison 
ment for a term which may extend to one year or with fine o : with both . 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898 (5 of 1898 ) every ofience under clause (b ) of sub -sec:io (1 
shall be cognizable . 
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8. Grounds of order of detention to be disclosed to persons affected by the 
order.- (1). When a person is detained in pursuance of a detention order , 
the authority making the order shall, as soon as may be, but ordinarily not 
later than five days and in exceptional circumstances and for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, not later than fifteen days, from the date of detention , 
communicate to him the grounds on which the order has been made and 
shall afford him the earliest opportunity of making a representation against 
the order to the appropriate Government. 

(2). Nothing in sub-section (1) shall, require the authority to disclose 
facts which it considers to be against the public interest to disclose. 

9. Constitution of Advisory Boards.- (1 ) The Central Government and 
each State Government shall, whenever necessary, constitute one or more 
Advisory Boards for the purposes of this Ordinance. 

(2) Every such Board shall consist of three persons who are, or have 
been , or are qualified to be appointed as, judges of a High Court, and such 
persons shall be appointed by the Central Government or the State Govern 
ment, as the case may be. 

(3 ) The appropriate Government shall appoint one of the members 
of the Advisory Board who is, or has been , a Judge of a High Court to be its 
Chairman , and in the case of a Union territory the appointment to the 
Advisory Board , of any person who is a Judge of the High Court of a State 
shall bewith the previous approval of the State Government concerned . 

10. Reference to Advisory Boards. — Save as otherwise expressly provided 
in this Ordinance, in every case where a detention order has been made 
under this Ordinance, the appropriate Government shall , within thirty days 
from the date of detention under the order, place before the Advisory Board 
constituted by it under section 9 the grounds on which the order has been 
made and the representation , if any made by the person affected by the 
forder, and in case where the order has been made by an officer, also the 
report hy such officer under sub -section (3) of section 3. 

11. Procedure of Advisory Boards.- ( 1) . The Advisory Board shall, after 
considering the materials placed before it and , after calling for such further 
information as itmy deem necessary from the appropriate Gover iment or 
from any person called for the purpose through the appropriate Government 
or from the person concerned , and if, in any particular case, it considers it 
essential so to do or if the person concerned desires to be heard , after hear 
ing him in person , submit its report to the appropriate Government within 
ten weeks from the date of detention . 

(2) The report of the Advisory Board shall specify in a separate part 
thereof the opinion of the Advisory Board as to wh- ther or not there is 
sufficient cause for the detention of the person concerned . 

(3) When there is a difference of opinion among the members 
forming the Advisory Board , the opinion of the majority of such members 
shall be deemed to be the opinion ofthe Board . 
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(4) Nothing in this section shall entitle any person against whom a 
detention order has been made to appear by any legal practitioner in any 
matter connected with the reference to the Advisory Board, and the 
proceedings of the Advisory Board and its report, excepting that part of the 
report in which the opinion of the Advisory Board is specified , shall be 
confidential. 

12. Action upon the report of Advisory Board .- (1). In any case where the 
Advisory Board has reported that there is in its opinion sufficient cause for the 
detention of a person , the appropriate Government may contirm the detention 
order and continue the detention of the person concerned for such period as 
it thinks fit . 

(2 ) In any case where the Advisory Board has reported that there is 
in its opinion no sufficient cause for the detention of the person concerned , 
the appropriate Government shall revoke the detention order and cause the 
person to be released fortHwith . 

13 : Maximum period of detention . - The maximum period for which any 
person may be detained in pursuance of any detention order which has been 
conofirmed under section 12 shall be twelve months from the date of 
detention : 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall affect the power 
of the appropriate Government to revoke or modify the detention order at 
any earlier time. 

14. Revocation of detention orders.- (1) Without prejudice to the provi 
sions of section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897, (10 of 1897) a detention 
order may, at any time, be revoked or modified 

(a) notwithstanding that the order has been made by an officer 
menti ned in sub -section (2 ) of section 3, by the State Government to 
which that off cer is subcrdinate or by the Cenual Government; 

(b ) notwithstanding that the order has been made by a State 
Government, by the Central Government. 

(2) The revocation or expiry of a detention order shall not bar the 
making of a fresh detention order under section 3 against the same person 
in any case where fresh facts have arisen af er the date of revocation or 
expiry on which the Central Government or a State Government or an 
officer , as the case may be , is satisfied that such an order should be made . 

15 . Temporary release of persons detained.— (1) The appropriate Govern 
ment may, at any time, direct (that any person detained in pursuance of a 
detention order may be released for any specified period either without 
conditions or upon such conditions specified in the disection as that person 
accepts, and may , at any time, cancel his release . 

(2) In directing the release of any person under sub -section (1), the 
appropriate Governmentmay require him to enter into a bond with or 
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without sureties for the due observance of the conditions specified in the 
direction , 

(3) Any person released under sub -section (1) shall-surrender himself 
at the time and place , and to the authority, specified in the order directing 
his release or cancelling his release, as the case may be. 

(4 ) If any person fails without sufficient cause to surrender himself 
in the manner specified in sub -section ( 3), he shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may exiend to two years, or with fine, or 
with both . 

(5 ) If any person released under sub-section ( 1) fails to fulfil any of 
the conditions imposed upon him under the said sub-section or in the bond 
entered into by him , the bond shall be declared to be forfeited and any 
person bound thereby shall be liable to pay the penalty thereof. 

16. Protection of action taken under the Ordinance . — No suit or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against the Central Government or a State Government, 
and no suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against any person , 
for anything in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this 
Ordinance. 

17. Duration of detention in certain cases of foreigners.- (1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in this Ordinance, any foreigner in respect of whom an 
order of detention has been made under this Ordinance may be detained 
without obtaining the opinion of the Advisory Board for a period longer than 
three months, but not exceeding two years from the date of his detention , in 
any of the following classes of cases or under any of the following 
circumstances, vamely : 

(a ) where such foreigner enters or attempts to enter the territory 
of India or is found therein with arms, ammunition or explosives, or 

(b ) where such forevgner enters or attempts to enter a notified 
area or is found therein in contravention of section 3 of the Criminal 
Law Amendment Act, 1961 (23 of 1961), or 

(c) where such foreigner enters or attempts to enter the local 
limits or is found within the local limits of such area adjoining the 
borders of India as may be specified in an ord r made under section 139 
of the Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968 ), without a valid 
travel document, or 

( d) where the Central Government has reason to believe that 
such foreigner commits or is likely to commit any offence under the 
Official Secrets Act, 1923 ( 19 of 1923) . 

( 2) In the case of any foreigner to whom sub-section (1) applies, 
sections 10 to 13 shall have effect subject to the following modifications, 
namely : 

(a) in section 10, for the words " shall, within thirty days” , the 
words " may , at any time prior to but in no case later than three 
months before the expiration of two years” shall be substituted ; 
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(b ) in section 11 , 

(i) in sub -section (1), for the words " from the date of deten . 
tion " , the words " from the date on which reference is made to it” 
shall be substituted ; 

(ii ) in sub-section (2), for the words " the detention of the 
person concerned ” , the words " the continued detention of the 
person concerned " shall be substituted ; 

(c) in section 12 , for the words " for the detention " in both the 
places where they occur, the words " for the continued detention " shall 
be substituted ; 

(d ), in section 13, for the words “ twelve months” , the words " three 
years " shall be substituted .

Public that the Delive y Note prescribed under the Kerala General Sales-tax 
Rules, 1963, is not being accepted in the Check Posts in the Southern States 
of Madras Mysore and Andra Pra lesh which have also received similar 
complaints from the dealers there. It may not be possible for dealers in 
other States to possess the Delivery Note prescribed under the State Sales -tax 
Rules when the goods are transported to this State from outside the State . 
and vice versa . So , in order to avoid the difficulty experienced by dealers in 
this behalf , the Governments of the Southern States agreed to adopt a com 
mon form of delivery note. Accordingly, a common form of delivery note 
has been accepted by all the southern States which has to be given effect 
to by amending the Kerala General Sales -tax Rules, 1963. 

The Delivery note will have to be in book form and kept in triplicate , 
the original to be sent to the assessing auihority concerned , the duplicate to 
bc retained by the purchaser and the triplicate to be kept by the consigning 
dealer . 

The amendments are intended to achieve ihe above object.

( e) Full time teachers in recognised schools under the Education 

Dep : rtment and Harijan Welfare Department who have not less 
than three years of approved service as full time teachers to their 
credit (whether broken or continuous) es on the last date pres 
cined for receipt of applications. Such candidates should aitach 
a Service Certificate, obtained from the concerned Inspecting 
Officer, with their application and the application should be got 
coantersigned by the immediate controll: officer ( The Service 
Certificate should contain the details of their services such as full 
time, from such and such date to such and such date ).

5. (a The applications of private candidates ( failed candidates under 

1t e existing or defunct scheme) should be countersigned by the 
Head of the Centre from where the candidate desire to sit for 
the examination and in other cases the application should be 
attested by a Gazetted Officer of the Education Department of 

the State . 
(b) In the case of candidates who have already completed the course, 

but were not presented for the Public Examination so far and are 
now appearing for the first time, the Headmaster of the school in 
which the candidate studied last should collect the applications. 
If the High school is not a centre for the S.S.L.C. Eze.mination , 
such application along with the certificates, should be forwarded 
by the Headmaster to the Headmaster of the school which is 
chosen as the Centre by the candidate so as to reach the Heads 
of Schools which are selected by the candidate as the Centres for 
the October 1971 S.S.L.C. Examination on or before the last 

date prescribed for the receipt of applications.

(c) The candidates who have completed the course but have 

withdrawn their candidature with the permission of the depart 
ment before the commencement of the S.S.L.C. Examination, 
should produce necessary evidence along with the application to 
prove that their candidature was cancelled . In such cases, if the 
necessary entries are not made to that effect in the releva.nt page 
of the S.S.L.C. the fact should be reported by the Headmaster 

concerned along with the application . 
(d ) Such of the candidates who have undergone the prescribed 

course in full in any of the recognised schools in the State and 
who acquired a minimum of 85 per cent ofattend..nce are alone 
eligible to appear for the Exi.mination . 

However , necessary 
condonation for the shortage of attendance up to the prescribed 
minimum can be obtained for valid reasons from competent 
authority. Headmasters should be very careful while presenting 
the names of candid.tes for the Examination to verify whether 
the above conditiorr is fully satisfied . Even when they countersign 
the application of a private candidate this aspect has to be 
examined in case his appearance for the examination is for the 
first time. Headmasters should note that the S.S.L.C. Books of 
the candidates who have not completed their course and did not 
appear for the examination before should not be handed over to 
the candidates. 


Such of the candidates who are short in attendance and who are 
readmitted in schools in Standard X to make up the deficiency in 
attendance required for admission to the Public Excmination are also 
cligible to appear for the October 1971 Examination , provided they secure 
the required attendance on or before the last date prescribed for the accept 
ance of the applications etc. in this office. Applications of such candidates 
should be countersigned by the head of the school where the candidates were 
re -admitted to make up the deficiency ... 
Note.-- Transfer Certificates and conduct certificates should not be attached 

to the S. S. L. C. Books. 
(e) Each private candidate appearing for the examination should 

hand over his /her application form duly filled in along with the 
S. S. L. C. Books and the required examination fee in cash wher 
ever necessary , to the head of the school selected by him /her as 
Centre for the Examination on or before the last date speci 
fied. Heads of schools, should not receive any such application 
after 5 p . m . on the last date specified . Heads of schools concerned 
will issue formal receipts (using the school fee Receipt Books) for 
the amount received from the candidates. No amount should be 
accepted without issuing proper receipts. 


FULL COURSE AND COMPARTMENTAL 

COURSE APPEARANCE 
6. (i) The first appearance of a candidate for the examination should 
be as a full course candidate i. e ., for all subjects. Candidates who have 
once appeared as full course candidates for the examination under the 
existing scheme, but failed , may appear again either for the full course or 
for the compartmental system . Candidates who have once appeared under 
the compartmental system will not be allowed to appear as full course 
candidates so long as the existing scheme continues. 

( ii) Failed candidates under the Diversified Course under the exist 
ing scheme can appear only under the same course. This rule applies to 
Academic course as well . Candidates who were allowed to change the 
course of studies, should invariably furnish along with their application , a 
true copy of the respective order of the Commissioner for Government 
Examinations sanctioning the changes of course in their favour. 

( iii ) Failed S. S. L. C. candidates under any defunct scheme can 
appear only as Full Course candidates under the existing scheme. But failed 
candidates of a defunct diversified course ( i.e. Diversified course under 
the reorganised scheme) have to appear as full course private candidates 
under the Diversified course of the existing scheme. In case such candi 
dates wish to appear under the Academic course of the existing scheme, they 
have to secure previous sanction and furnish copy of such order along with 
the applications as specified in para supra . 


( iv ) Candidates should particularly note that a candidate will be 
permitted to appear for the examination under the scheme for which the 
application is received if eligible and not for another scheme. if represented 
later . 

(v ) Particular care should be taken while choosing Centres . The 
CENTRE NUMBER AND THE NAME OF THE CENTRE should 
be correctly noted and they should tally as per the notification published . 
The Centre chosen once will not be allowed to be changed subsequently . 
(Vide item 19 below ). 

( vi) Private candidates should see that the subject for which they 
appear, are noted very carefully and the prescribed fees is paid in full to 
the Headmaster of the school which has been chosen by them as centre 
and formal receipt therefor obtained , within the stipulated time. Partial 
payment or inadequate or belated payment will not be accepted on any 
account. 

(vii ) Candidates under the Diversified Course appcaring for the 
Examination , may note that the subject under first language Part I and 
Elective Subject are separate subjects and should be calculated as such for 
remitting Examination fee . 

7. Candidates who have passed the S. S. L. C. Examination , at one 
sitting and who wish to appear again for the Examination with a view to 
securing better marks in all subjects will be permitted to appear for the 
examination if the result of the earlier examination is cancelled first and if 
the request for such cancellation is made within three years from the date 
of announcement of the results of the examination . But such candidates 
should appear for all the subjects according to the scheme of Examination 
existing at the time. This concession will not however , be allowed to 
candidates who have joined College or Public Service after passing the 
S. S. L. C. Examination . 

8. Candidates who have passed the S.S L.C. Examination under 
compartmental system with eligibility for Public Service only, will be 
permitted to cancel their previous results under compartmental system and 
re-appear for all the subjects together if they so desire, so as to enable them 
to go for College course subject to the conditionsmentioned in item 7 above 
(vide G. O.MS. 186 /67/Edn . dated 27-4-1967) .

11. (a ) Examination fees received from private candidates in one centre 
should be remitted in one chalan in the nearest Treasury, in the State 
in the name of the Headmaster under the Head of Account " XXII F (d ) i 
Examinarion fees” on the next working day following the last date fixed 
for receipt of the amount from the candidates.
